Louisville, Ky., October 13— A re- 
ceiver for the Inter-Southern Life In- 
surance Company is asked in a peti- 
tion filed today in the Circuit Court 
by S. A. Shanklln, Mrs. S. A. Shank- 
lln, Agnes Shanklln and Mrs. V. C. 
Kobb, who owned 1,000 shares of the 
capital stock of the Citizens' Life In- 
surance Company at the time of its 
merger with the Inter-Southern Life 
Insurance Company, for which they 
paid $20 a share, or $20,000. 

They say that each of them is now 
the owner of 626 shares of the capital 
stock of the Inter-Southern, at $1 a 
share par, which they got in exchange. 
It Is claimed by the plaintiffs that the 
Inter-Southern stock ia not of the 
value it was represented to them 
when the exchange was made; that 
their stock has decreased In value; 
that It now has no market value; that 
the company is in an unsound finan- 
cial condition ; "that It ia carrying the 
Inter-Southern building at a value of 
$1,300,000 for its reserve require- 
ments, although the Fidelity and Co- 
lumbia Trust Company has a first 
mortgage lien upon said building of 
$350,000; that defendant has a mere 
equity in said building," and that this 
is not a lawful investment, and in or- 
der to make it lawful defendant 
would have to pay off the first mort- 
gage of $350,000. 

It Is alleged that the joint surplus 
of the two companies was $172,838.75 
December 31, 1914; $161,000 a year 
later, and $142,000 two years later, 
and that the surplus is decreasing at 
the rate of $6,000 a month. 

Numerous complaints are made in 
the petition as to the alleged acta of 
certain officers of the company, but 
the officers named are not made de- 
fendants to the suit, which was filed 
by Barret, Allen & Attklsson and Eu- 
gene R. Attklsson. It Is alleged In 
the petition that from the beginning 
of the career of the defendant com- 
pany, and especially since the con- 
solidation, it has been mismanaged. 

The petition is long and goes Into 
detail as to the wrongful acts al- 
leged by the plaintiffs, who seeks to 
sue for all stockholders and policy- 
holders.

. PAN-AMERICA LINING UP 

Our people have been a little disappointed by the slowing up of 
. Argentina's drift toward war. We hoped to have had the "Yankees 
of South America" as acknowledged allies before this. Their antici- 

Sated action has been retaarded by internal difficulties— largely dis- 
rders fomented by German agents— and by the opposition of a 
president who is either pro-German or faint-hearted. 

But according to John Barrett, director general of the Pan- 
American Union', who ought to know more about the true inwardness 
of Latin-America than any other man in this country, there's no need 
to worry. He expects Argentina to line up with us before long, and 
with her, virtually all of her neighbors. If the war goes on for a 
year, says Mr. Barrett, all of the 20 republics in South and Central 
America will be on our side. 

Six( he reminds us, have already broken relations with Ger. 
many. They are Brazil, Bolivia, Panama. Uruguay, Cuba and Costa 
Rica. In addition, Cantemala, Honduras. Nicaragua. Hayti and the 
Dominican Republic have "assumed practically the same attitude." 
Arfgentina may sever relations at any time, and if she does so, will 
probably carry with her Chile, Peru and Paraguay. Of the five re- 
maining countries, Venezuela, Ecuador, Colombia, Salvador and .Mex- 
ioc„ he says that they all lean strongly toward the United States and 
the Allies. 

He might have added that those countries which, like Colombia, 
feel that they have any real grievance against this country, are ae 
tuated by their love for France and their fear of Germany. 

It is easy enough to read the sentiment of these Latin republiics 
in their press. Being really free, our neighbors have a free press. 
Mr. Barrett, reports that public sentiment as expressed by the news, 
papers is "overwhemingly pro-American and pro- Ally, for fl."> pei 
cent of these papers arc sincerely anti-German." 

THE INCOME TAX MUDDLE 

The new income tax faw may be all right as a revenue-producer. 
But as a statement of what people are expected to pay the govern- 
ment out of their yearly incomes, the best that can be said for it is 
that it's as clear as mid. The more it is explained, the less the gen- 
eral public understands it. 

The confusion arises from the fact that there are now 'two in- 
come tax laws in force instead of one. The new law was merely su- 
perimposed ori the law enacted lasl year. Each in itself is confus- 
ing enough. Combined, they require the services of the traditional 
Philadelphia lawyer to untangle them. 

The old law has its particular set of exemptions, its "normal 
tax" for moderate incomes and its progressive surtax rates for large 
incomes. The new law has three similar sets of provisions, differing 
at nearly every point. The two complex system have to bV combined 
and harmonized before any citizen finds out what he is expected to 
pay on his income. The difficulty may be seen from the fact that 
experts themselves don't agree about the working of the plan. .Many 
current tables meant to elucidate the matter vary in their conclu- 
sions. How, then, can the non-expert be expected to figure it out? 

The government will no doubt provide, sooner or later, a depend- 
able table showing the payment required on incomes of various size, 
and reducing the work of figuring exemptions to as simple a plan as 
possible. 'But it will be puzzling at best. Why couldn't emigres* 
have repealed the old law, and give us one income tax system in. 
stead of two?

We are sorry that any of our 
young mon should be compelled to 
engage In It, but there are some 
things worse than war, and one would 
be to have our country dominated by 
a foreign power— by a rule of ruth- 
less militarism that counts war as a 
regular business. 

Since the boys may at any time be 
called upon to defend our country and 
our flag, we owe it to them to provide 
them with a careful, pretralnlng so 
that they may perform this Important 
national function both ofllclenctly 
and aa^sajely as possible.

Not long ago I stood in the street as the boys of the regiment marched 
by to the train. Beside me stood a woman. She attracted my attention 
because I could see that she was eagerly watching for some one in the 
marching line. It was not long before I could tell that the one she was 
looking for was coming. In a minute a tall, well built boy just of age, I 
should say, approached. As he walked by us he straightened, saluted, 
and, with the slightest tremor in his voice, said "Goodbye, mother." 

f could see that the boy was proud of his mother— proud that he was 
her son, and proud that he was doing his best to fulfill her ideal of what 
an American boy should do. By her quick breathing I could tell that the 
mother was doing ber best to control herself. Doubtless she had lived 
through these minutes many times in the last few days, and she had 
determined that her boy— the boy that she loved infinitely more than life 
itself— should go away with the feeling that his mother could be true to 
the things she had tried to teach him. 

All she said was "Goodbye, son, God keep you." It was an Incident 
that I shall never forget. I wish that I could tell you what I saw in her 
face. Her boy was going— going, perhaps, never to return. All the 
dreams that she bad of her boy's future, all the plans that she had made 
for him, and all that they had made together, were things of the past. 

She was making the supreme sacrifice. She was giving her boy— the 
boy that she had nursed, cuddled, watched and prayed over— to her coun- 
try, to your country, to my country. She was giving of her life that free- 
dom may be preserved for you and for me. Her face showed no sign of 
r °ntment I could see the yearning for the boy that was going, but I 
could also see that she was proud that she had such a son to give to her 
country. 

I have no boy to give. I am too old to fight well, and it is only those 
who can fight well that are wanted. It Is not In me now to equal that 
mother's sacrifice, It Is strange that in the scheme of things the oppor- 
tunities for sacrifice are so unevenly distributed. But as I walked away, 
I made up my mind that my dollars, at least, would go to help bring that 
boy back to his mother. And if I ever weaken in my determination, I am 
sure that the Inspiration of that woman's face will strengthen my reso- 
lution.

FOR FIFTH TIME 

Robert Frailer Face* Trial For Mur. 
der of Niece — Previously Sen- 
tenced For Twenty-One Years 
and I'm Life. 



Olive Hill, Ky., October 13 — The 
fifth trial of Robert Frazler, charged 
with the murder of Miss Stella Kin- 
ney, three '-ears ago, began in Cir- 
cuit Court at Louisa, in Lawrence 
county, Friday. His former trials re 
suited respectively, in two hung jur- 
ies, a sentence of twenty-one years 
and life imprisonment. The Court of 
Appeals reversed each conviction and 
granted a new trial. 

The girl was a niece of Frazier's 
wife and had been living with Fra 
zlers for several months In Flemiug 
county. Frazier was bringing the 
young woman to her home in this 
county in a buggy, and claims in his 
defense that, just outside the western 
boundary of Olive Hill robbers sprang 
from the woods on either side of the 
road and, when the girl screamed, 
knocked her in the head. He was 
aisr struck on the head, so he claims, 
but not seriously hurt. His calls 
brought assistance hut the girl died 
the next morning without regaining 
consciousness. 

In the post mortem examination 
the girl was discovered to have been 
in a delicate condition and Frazier 
was arrested, charged with the mur 
der. After his second trial a change 
of venue was granted to Lawrence 
county.
